This Is In response to your letter of 4 June 1982 
concerning your clients’ Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) 
request.

With respect to your request for a fee waiver, I am 
required to consider the terms of your FOIA request In light of 
the rules arid regulations governing the waiver of fees as 
published in the Code of Federal Regulations (CPR Title 32, 
Chapter XIX, Section 1900.25, enclosed) as well as relevant 
Department of Justice guidelines. As a result of my review, I 
do not believe your petition satisfies the factors enumerated 
In those regulations and, therefore, a waiver or reduction In 
fees cannot be considered in the public Interest.
